The spread of arumour that a strange rumour is prevalent 
about tue end of the world. amono the Musalmfns at Lahore. It 
is believed that a proclamation has been issued by Muham- 
mad Saleh, an attendant at the shrine of the Prophet at 
Medina, in which he states that the Prophet appeared to him 
one day and told him that, as sin had largely increased 
among his followers, the sun would rise in the west and set 
in the east at the end of the current year ; that next year the 
letters of the Quran would disappear ; that the people would suf- 
fer from all sorts of evils ; that only those who refrained from 
sin would be saved, and so forth. The editor remarks that 
the rumour is utterly false and appears to have been spread by 
some Indian Musalm4n himself, apparently with a view to 
induce his oo-religionists to refrain from sin. But the prac- 
tice is opposed to the Muhammadan religion and is also objec- 
tionable on the ground that such rumours cause great anxiety 

to the people. The propagation of such disquieting rumours 

should be strictly prohibited by Government. (The rumour 
has been referred to by several other papers.) 
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
